The only stand­ 
ard is the production needed by 
the State—and that is determined 
by what X.S. Khrushchev deems 
lo be the need.

I have just gone over the new 
Labor Code word by word—and 
here is what it says: ”. . . A 
worker cm leave hts job only aft­ 
er the interests of society . . . 
have been taken into account,” 
The “interests of society” are de­ 
termined by a Communist func­ 
tionary called the plant manager, 
tou<?h he * really is the Commit- 
’< 
SED* inimical chief 
m the installation. 
This plant manager is the ab­ 


solute ruler of the industrial unit. 
He answers only to higher-up re­ 
gional 
and 
industry-wide 
direc­ 
tors. If they call for additional 
workers, 
the 
draft 
is 
clamped 
down like an anesthetist's mask 
in an operating room. Compulso­ 
ry allocation of man and woman 
power may take place, says the 
document, either to assure the 
fulfillment of production plans or 
it “objective conditions for labor 
output” do not exist m some re­ 
gions. 
All this is geared to constantly 
speeded, production faster • fast­ 
er, faster. 
This speed-up system must be 
described, though it does inject 
a comic opera tone into a grim 
report on the Soviets human val­ 
ues. There is a special profes­ 
sion here in the East Zone. It is 
called “norm setting.” A norm is 
the rate of production—a quota 
set for each man 
and woman 
worker and for each section, de­ 
tr im e n t and plant. The norm 
satters just sit there and figure 
how fast a worker can produce 
every conceivable object turned 
out by tthe plants. This includes 
time off for the bathroom, which 
is cut shorter and shorter. 
But to all this the Soviet in­ 
dustrial experts have added an­ 
other touch — tile norm setters 
have norm .setters of their own. 
lu oilier words, there are norm 
setters whose sole job it is to de­ 
vise means of speeding up the 
work of 
the 
technicians 
whose 
task is to speed up the work of 
the regular employes. 
This is part of the para-mili­ 
tary organization of East German 
industry. I he new code refers to 
this 
as 
“Socialist 
labor 
disci­ 
pline.” There is a section w’hich 
even talks of the seriousness of 
permitting women workers to take 
a day off to tend to family and 
household 
matters. 
This 
section 
refers to the equal rights of wom­ 
en to work as hard as men. And. 
if these women do take a day otf,

workers don t meet 
their norms, then in many plants 
the workers must pay for the so­ 
called losses. 
Nor is there any grievance sys­ 
tem. Grievances under the new' 
code are handled by

"rep” in turn reports up the line 
on each family’s conduct, mail 
and radio listening habits.

harder and faster. 
It is communism which is de­ 
caying.

TAX BITE GOES DEEPER 
On January I. 1960, social secu­ 
rity taxes took another jump to 6 
per cent on the first $4,800 of earn­ 
ings. They wlU again jump in 1963, 
in 1966 and In 1969, until the em­ 
ployee and employer are each pay­ 
ing 4tfc per cent for a total of 9 per 
cent. This federal tax will then 
aggregate a maximum of $432 a 
year per employee; and self-em­ 
ployed persons w1U have to ante up 
$324 each. 
Commenting. “Your Taxes” —a 
publication of a non-partisan tax­ 
payer association in Oregon—says 
in part: “ Indicative of the extent 
to which the social security sys­ 
tem is deviating from its original 
purpose is the effort, such as the 
Forand Bill of the last Congression­ 
al session, to provide purchase of 
health care services for certain so 
cia! security beneficiaries. Under 
the Forand Bill some 16 million 
persons eligible for social security 
would be entitled to receive hospi­ 
tal. surgical and nursing home 
treatm ent under a government-run 
program. The bill (about $2 billion 
the first year! would be financed, 
of course, by another substantial 
hike in tile social security tax rate. 
“The imminent increase in the 
social security tax should be ano­ 
ther reminder that today’s workers 
who expect to benefit from social 
security in their old age are pre­ 
suming « i the generosity of the 
next generation. 
“ Your Taxes” goes on to point 


out that the social security trust 
fund amounted to S21.5 billion at 
the end of the last fiscal year. That 
Is a whale of a lot of money—yet 
it would carry the program for 
only two years if the tax were abo­ 
lished. Also, of late, social security 
disbursements have ben exceed­ 


ing the tax receipts. Further broad­ 
ening of the social security system 
would have to be accompanied by 
a staggeringly heavy boost in the 
tax if the fund were to be kept in 
the black. Is that what the groan­ 
ing taxpayers want?—The Outlook

On 
any map this place is the resi­ 
dence of my friends and fam­ 
ily. The old map was accurate, 
but now there are new circum­ 
stances to interpret the map. 
One can u n d e r s t a n d the 
Weariness of Mr. Hammond of 
the New York map company 
when he complains that maps 
are out of date before they’ve 
been printed. It is even neces­ 
sary to print two maps with 
different boundaries so that 
the disputants. Argentina and 
Chile, tan each have a map 
which pleases their ideas of 
their boundaries* 
Our problem is not only in 
these road maps. Our difficulty 
js that we c o n f r o n t a new' 
world with new problems and 
w e’ve tried to use some of the 
©id signs. 
We need to keep our road 
naps up lo date. 
Once upon a time the map 
read. “Au eye for an eye and 
a tooth for a tooth.” That was 
an old-fashioned “B oun d a ry 
street” Jesus changed that un­ 
derstanding of moral geog­ 
raphy with a new interpreta­ 
tion of moral law. 
Once u p o n a time the 
hymnals read: 
•The rich man in his castle 
, The poor man at the gate, 
God made them high and 
lowly, 
Each one in his estate.** 
Don t try singing it in any 


number of today’s rebellious 
countries, for no one section is 
isolated so that the rich can 
be certain to remain rich. 
Or, think of the people who 
are t r y i n g to use a map 
labeled, ‘ status quo.” To ally 
ourselves with such maps is to 
miss the high adventure of dis­ 
covering new truths about the 
moral universe in which we 
live. 
The world needs the rebel 
w ho is appreciative of his past, 
unwilling to tear up the old 
maps, but just as discontented 
with those twisting and turn­ 
ing paths which avoid coming 
to trips with life’s problems. 
The true rebel is the man 
who is so discontented with 
the pious do-nothings that he 
is willing to search out the 
new' 
road without forsaking 
the old heritage. 
No one can adequately meas­ 
ure the j o u r n e y ahead for 
humanity. A man’s a fool if he 
thinks he can plot his maps 
that easily. Great highways 
were carved through the wil­ 
derness and these maps arc 
ours. 
Now ivc hare some new 
roads to travel, Are your maps 
a jK 0-date?
